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RAILWAY ACCOMMODATION FOR THE NORTH.

To the Lancashire and York- 


shire Company the opening of the line means much, and that Company | 


knows that it could not, after such opening, compete with the Midland, 


To the publie the scheme offers the goodly expectation of proper accom- 


modation and comfort, things which at present are altogether denied to 


them. The general discomforts of travellers by the present route are | 


needlessly aggravated by the utter ignorance in which the Company keeps 


them on the subject of changing carriages. A passenger, for instance, | 


may, at the absolute caprice of the officials, be made to change once, 
thrice, or half-a-dozen times, or may be carried right through to his 
destination. This is a terrible cause of inconvenience, especially to family 
parties ; and lost luggage, hindrance to business, and general anxiety and 
annoyance are the result. The Salford people grumble because it is 
alleged that the railway works would be a nuisance ; water would drop on 
their hats or bonnets from the bridges, or they would have to walk ancle 
deep in mud in certain places; the bridges would be unsightly, and 
certain artisans’ dwellings would be demolished. This is practically a 


summary of the arguments advanced against the scheme, arguments 





which could be brought forward against any railway scheme whatever.

WAS ST. PATRICK AN IRISHMAN?

RAILWAY SERVANTS AND THEIR GRIEVANCES. 


“HE public have heard a great deal about the alleged grievances of 
& railway servants, and would doubtless be glad to hear more if only 
4new light could be. thrown on the circumstances. The reiteration of 
the complaints of these people has, indeed, been somewhat wearisome in 
its sameness, although many sensational and apparently reckless state- 
ments have been made. The consequence has been apathy on the part

of the public. It is probably argued, and with some common sense, that 
the charges persistently made against their employers by the men, being 
of such an extraordinary nature, would be answered if there were any 
truth in them. We are told, for instance, over and over again, that rail- 
way men are employed for more than twenty-four hours at a stretch ; 
that they work eighty-four hours per week for eighteen shillings ; that 
they get no Sunday rest, and so on; yet the companies make no sign. 
The servants have, at last, obtained their chance of a real inquiry into 
their case, and have wilfully thrown it away. Lord Aberdeen wrote last 
week on behalf of the Royal Commissioners on Railway Accidents, asking 
for the evidence of persons employed on the Great Eastern Railway. 
This was in reply to a requisition signed by 30,000 guards, drivers, porters, 
ete. The answer to Lord Aberdeen, conveyed through Mr. Evans, general 
secretary of the Amalgamated Railway Servants, states that the evidence 
cannot be had, as the men are afraid to come forward. After this, many 
people will come to the conclusion that an agitation, got up entirely in 
print, the authors of which are afraid to come forward and justify per- 
sonally their complaints, must have its foundation in bunkum or something 
worse. We do not say so, but it is a strange thing that among all the 
80,000 complainants there should not be found a dozen who are willing 
to ~~ aside their brwestee te and give evidence for the good of the rest. 


THEATRICALS. 


“ LARGE debt of gratitude is owed to Mr. Carl Rosa both by the 
(4% musical world and also by the average playgoer. He has placed 
within the reach of this latter personage, to whom Italian opera has been, 
if not a bugbear, almost an impossibility, the chance of listening to the 
musical classics. It is very pleasant to see that Mr. Rosa's work has been 
so thoroughly appreciated, for, after all, the experiment was at first a 
dubious one. The tendency, however, to pooh-pooh English opera, and 
relegate it to off seasons and second-rate theatres, has almost died out 
during the reign of Mr. Carl Rosa; and the audiences which nightly 
attend the Theatre Royal must afford to him a gratifying evidence of 
success. Every one must be glad to welcome Mr. Santley as a member 
of the cultivated and well-chosen company. 

The Queen’s this week is also catering for a higher class of audiences 
than usual, the result being well filled though not very enthusiastic 
houses. Mr. Albery’s comedies have, indeed, little in them either to make 
the pit weep or the gallery roar, and the attributes alluded to, from time 
immemorial, have been considered the requisites for success at this theatre. 
At the same time, the ‘‘ Two Roses,” “ Forgiven,” and ‘* Apple Blossoms” 
are all three of them pieces containing a certain amount of real wit and 
humour. There is nothing very sparkling in this way in either of them, 
perhaps, and their composition is as much above the heads of one part 
of the audience as it is below the standard of another; still, on the whole, 
there is in these plays enough of the genuine article to render them 
worthy of criticism, which is saying a good deal in these days, Mr. 
Albery’s plays resemble somewhat Mr, Robertson's, shorn of a good part 
of the wit, and all the acting combinations. The company is a tolerably 
strong one, and the acting is of a higher and more refined class than 
Manchester theatregoers are used to.
